The question of drainage and sewer- 


age has often been suggested as a sani- 
tary necessity in Beno. For •want either 
of an appreciation of the benefits or the 
•ability to devise ways and means no 
practical steps have been taken toward 
any system to carry away the refuse 
matter. The lay of the town and the 
water resources are such that it would "be 
easy to make a system of sewers, the 
advantages of which would soon be real- 
ized. Next to sewerage is cleanliness of 
premises. VTe have uo health officers to 
look after the condition of back yards, 
and tha accumulation of filth here and 
there. The town needs a renovation, 
^ind especially in those parts in which 
there are many tenement houses. The 
owners of all premises should be com- 
pelled by an ordinance or otherwise to 
keep them free from garbage and all de- 
caying matter. Much of the sickness 
now prevalent might have been avoided 
4>y sanitary measures. 
Let the town be 


thoroughly drained as soon as practic- 
able. Until that is accomplished let it 
be somebody's business to see that 
nothing that has a tendency to breed 
disease remains within the town limits.

DEAN 


The Eureka Sen tine! editorially re- 


marks : 


During the past week oar town has 


witnessed one of the most interesting 
and most exciting trials that has come 
up in the Court m this District in many 
years—the killing of.Joe Dean by Wil- 
liam Jenkins. Dean was a man brimful 
of enterprise and energy. He possessed 
tuany admirable traits of character, but 
he nevertheless, like most men, had his 
serious faults. In some respects he was 
a man of extremes, and it is noticeable 
that those friendly to his memory are 
strongly so, while those who have but 
little good to say of him show almost a 
prejudice against him when evidencing 
their dislike. It was no doubt Dean 
himself that occasioned, during bis life- 
time, this extreme sentiment. 
One 


"thing is certain, in many respects he was 
a valuable citizen to our county, and in 
many ways his lofs will be fe\t in years 
to come. 
On the other hand it was shown dur- 


ing tha trial that Jenkins was not only 
a hard-working, plodding, industrious 
man, but bis character an to peace and 
quiet was, to say the least, commend- 
able. This, we believe, was shown to 
•be his character from seven or eight 
years ago up to within three months of 
the present time, except by one witness, 
with whom he (Jenkins) nt one time 
had some little difficutly. 
In all that 


time it was shown that Jenkins had but 
one trouble that required the attention 
of a Ooart of Justice, and that was with 
au Italian, whom he had placed under 
bonds to keep the peace. 


Altogether the homicide was a most 


•unfortunate affair all round. Its source 
seems to have been such as cannot well 
be remedied until all our publio lauds 
are surveyed and got into shape for 
market.* In the meantime it might be 
well for those concerned to remember 
that certain of these lands—and by this 
we mean lands not settled on, and lands 
on which no just claims have been legal- 
ly filed—are open to the occupation of 
any one, and every citizen has equal 
protection on public domain and ia en- 
titled to equal juvtice of common law. 
We mention this matter because the 
•source ol the troubles of moat of the 
murders committed in Eureka county 
of late years have been over laud rights. 


The American people always have 


abundant cans* to Almighty God, whose 
watchful care and guiding band have 
been manifested ia every stage of their 
national life, guarding and protecting 
them in time of peril and leading them 
in the hour of darkness and danger. It 
jS fitting and proper that a nation thus 
faiored should on one day in every year, 
for that purpose especially appointed, 
publicly acknowledge the goodness of 
God, and return thanks to him for all 
His gracious gifts.

and danger of political convnlBionals; 
for the blessings of peace, and for our 
safety and quiet while wars and rumors 
of wars have agitated and afflicted other 
nations of the earth, for our security 
against the scourge of pestilence which 
in other lands has claimed its dead by 
thousands and filled the streets with 
mourneis, for the plenteous crops which 
reward the labor of the husbandman and 
increase our nation's wealth, and for the 
contentment throughout our borders 
which follows in the train of prosperity 
and abundance. 


And let them also be on the day thus 


set apart reunion of families sanctified 
and chastened by tender memories and 
associations; and let the social inter- 
course of friends with pleasant reminis- 
cences renew the ties of affection and 
strengthen the bonds of kindly feelings; 
and let us by no me ans forget, while we 
give thanks and enjoy the comforts 
which have crowned our lives, that 
truly grateful hearts are inclined to 
deeds of charity, and that kind and 
thoughtful rememberanoes of the poo_r 
will double the pleasures of our condi- 
tion and render our praiae and thanks- 
giving more acceptable in the sight of 
tbe Lord.
